The 
last order referred to, which is confiden- 
tial, is dated Washington, May 6 ana 
modifies the confidential order of April 21, 
which in turn modifies the confidential 
orders cf April 6. Captain Chadwick said 
these orders had not been communicated 
to Commodore Schley. 


MEMORY OF CHADWICK 
NOT IN VERY GOOD ORDER 
Under cross-examination by Mr. Ray- 
nor, the witness stated that the only de- 
tail he remembered of the conversation 
on the New York on May 18 was Commo- 
dore Schley’s assurance that he was pet- 
fectly loyal to Admiral Sampson, that he 
was very pleased to be under his com- 
mand and that the admiral could be as- 


sured he would be perfectly loyal in afl 
his conduct. Captain Chadwick insisted 
the words he had quoted above was the 
only distinct recollection he had of the 
words of any conversation.

LYNCHES NEGRO 


Silas Esters Was Charged 
with Forcing a Boy To 
Commit Crime. 


VICTIM SWUNG BY MOB 
TO COURT HOUSE STEPS 


Broke for Liberty but Was Riddled. 
Noose Was Then Placed About 
Neck and Body Swung 
to Topmost Steps. 


Hodgenvilie, Ky., October 31.—A mob of 
fifty or seventy-five citizens came down 
upon this little town about 2 o'clock this 
morning and took from the jail Silas 
Esters, a negro charged with forcing 
Granville Ward, a 15-year-old boy of 
Near Upton, to commit a crime, and 
strung him to thé @ourt house steps. 

So quietly and systematically did the 
mob go about its work that the citizens 
of the town were in ignorance of the ex- 
istence of the mo® until the negro was in 
its clutches. 

The keys of the jail were surrendered 
to the lynching party on demand of the 
leaders. The cell in which the negro was 
confined was entered and the noose was 
adjusted about his neck. 

He was dragged down the jail stairs and 
out into the street. He managed to 
slip the noose from his neck and made a 
break for liberty. The mob made for 
the negro, howling and firing at him with 
guns and pistols, and-he fell when about 
100 yards from the jail house, riddled 
with bullets. 

The noose was again placed about the 
negro’s neck and he was dragged to the 
court house and swung to the topmost 
steps. 

The mob was formed in the neighbor- 
hood of the cMime. When the work of 
lytiching the negro had been accom- 
plished, the members of the mob quietly 
dispersed and went to their homes.

DEATH PENALTY FOR TREASON. 


Stringent Act Is Drafted by the 
Philippine Commission. 

Manila, November 1.—The Philippine 
commission has drafted an act against 
treason and sedition. The penalty pre- 
scribed for treason is death, and the act 
is framed to include those persons giv- 
ing aid and comfort) to the insurgents. 
Persons who utter seditious words or 
speeches, or who write libels against the 
United States governement or the insular 
government are punishable by the im- 
position of a fine of $2,000 or two years’ 
imprisonment. For breaking the oath of 
allegiance a fine of $2,000 or imprisonment 
for ten years is fixed as the penalty. 
Foreigners are placed under the same 
laws as Americans and natives.

HIGH WATER MARK REACHED 


IN CONDITION OF TREASURY 


Washington, Octcber 31.—Ellis #. Rob- 
erts, treasurer of the United States, in 
his report for the last fiscal year says 
that the treasury was never stronger than 
at the close of that period. 

The net ordinary revenues were $587,- 
685,387, an increase of $20,444,485 over those 
of 1900, which were the next highest re- 
corded. The expenditures—$509,967,353—had 
been exceeded only four times—in 1863, 
1864, 1865 and 1899. The surplus of $77,717;984 
was slightly under $2,000,000 less than in 
1900. inclusive of the trahsactions affect- 
ing the public debt the aggregate receipts 
were $1,146,849,306. and the aggregate dis- 
bursements $1,077,063,062. 

For the first quarter of 1902, althduch 
the act of March 2, 1901, was operative 
reducing the revenue, the receipts were 
only $3,417,960 less than for the period of 
1901, while the expenditures for the same 
months were reduced by almost $20,000,000. 

The reserve of $150,000,000 gold has been 
kept intact by the daily substitutions 
of gold coin and bullion out of the gen- 
eral fund for the notes redeemed. 

After making certain deductions for 
items not available in general payments, 
the free cash was $166,911,664, including 
— in the general bank deposito- 
ries. 

The monetary stock of the country 
received during the year an increase of 


4s. 


upward of $88,000,000 In gold, $37,000,000 in 
silver coin and nearly $16,000,000 in notes 
and certificates. The circulation per cap- 
ita was $26.50 July 1, 1900; $28 July 1. 1901, 
and $28.52 October 1, 1901. Up to the last 
named date, from July 1, 1897, there was 
an increase of $46%.130,458 in the stock 
of gold, which was then estimated at 
$1,160,353.790, and of this there was $908,- 
718,436 in circulation in the form of coin 
or certificates. By October 21 the gold 
in the treasury was $642.822,849, the high- 
est in the history of the country, and 
more than was ever held under single 
control elsewhere in the world, except for 
a few months. 

It is reasonable to believe that over 
$140,000,000 of paper will, by inflyences now 
at work, be changed from denominations 
above $10 to that size or smaller, so that 
the annoyances which have heretofore 
arisen annually from the overwhelming 
demand for small notes may be expected 
to diminish. 

The redemptions of national-bank notes 
were the heaviest in twenty-two years, 
amounting to $147,486,577, lan increase of 
$50,503,970 over 1900. . 

Standard dollars were given for gold in 
New Orleans to help move the crops 
to the amount of $2,250,000, and for deposits 
in New York they were shipped to south- 
ern points for $2,515,700.

United States Will Not Allow An- 
archist To Land. 

Washington, October 31.—Commissioner 
Powderly, of the immigration bureau, 
has sent notices to all immigration of- 
ficers to be on the lookout for a man 
known as Jaffei, an anarchist, otherwise 
known as “Jaffel, the Red,’’ who is sup- 
posed to be on his way to the United 
States. 

If he is found on any of the incoming 
steamers he will be detained, and if a 
precedent, established about four yéars 
ago in the case of a well known anarch- 
ist who attempted to enter the country 
is observed, Jaffei will be returned to the 
country whence he came. 

The information that Jaffel is coming 
to the United States reached the state 
department from the Italian government, 
anid it is believed he is about to sail from 
Antwerp. 

Jaffei is said to be an Italian under % 
years and notorious for his anarchistic 
doctrines. He is said to have been in 
prison at Milan, Italy, and was suspected 
of being implicated In the assassina- 
tion of King Humbert. The only cofi- 
nection, however, if any, with that as- 
sassination whichk’could be fastened upon 
him was that he had written a letter 
to Bresci, who admitted the crime, in 
which the following words occur: 

“You did right. Every other crowned 
pig should be served the same way.”

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FARMER TRUITT HAS A PLAN. 


Says He Believes It T the Solu- 
tion of the South armer. 

LaGrange, Ga., October 31.—(Special.)— 
George W. Truitt, the great cotton grow- 
er of Troup, will run his farms next 
year on an entirely different plan from 
heretofore. He has been a great believer 
in cotton and has made a great reputa- 
tion in producing it, but says that for the 
farmers of the south to succeed, new 
ways and means must be resorted to. He 
has a twenty-mule farm, half of which 
will be let tg tenants, and each tenant, 
instead of as heretofore paying the rent 
in cotton, will be required-to pay 200 bush- 
els of corn and 50 galions of ribbon cane 
Sirup, and not but 10 acres in cotton will 
be allowed to the mule. His own farming 
will be run on the same rule, 10 acres to 
the mule, and the remainder in corn, 
wheat, ribbon cane, Oats, potatoes, etc. 
Mr, Truitt has been experimenting on the 
beef cattle line and Says he nevey intends 
to allow his herd any more to drop below 
a hundred. His corn that he will fe- 
ceive as rerft will be used to: fatten his 
cattle and hogs on, and his cotton seed 
will be used as fertilizers, thus doing 
away with the buying of guano. Mr. 
Truitt says he believes this is the only 
salvation of the southern farmer and that 
if they will all ‘adopt this plan money will 
be as plentiful here through the spring 
and summer from the sale of cattle as it 
is in the fall from the sale of cotton.

YOUNG WOMAN'S CHASTITY 
QUESTIONED BY WITNESS 


She Used Severe Language and Wit- 
ness Drew Pistol on Her—Miss 
Leeton Tried To Borrow 
Pistol To Shoot Him, 
but Failed. 


Jackson, Miss., October 31.—(Special.)— 
Miss Lucy Leeton, the woman who filed 
a sensational breach of promise suit 
against former United States Senator W. 
V. Sullivan several months ago, will leave 
for Washington in a few days to prose- 
cute the case, and she will be repre- 
sented in the proceedings by one of the 
ablest attorneys at the national capital. 

Miss Leeton has been spending the past 
several weeks in the town of Oxford, ex- 
Senator Sullivan's home, and an exciting 
affair occurred in the justice’s court room 
at that place Saturday in which both of 
the participants in the breach of prom- 
ise suit were parties. A civil proceeding 
against Miss Leeton was beng tried and, 
somewhat in contrast to his former posi- 
tion toward the woman, ex-Senator Sul- 
livan was in the role of an attorney pros- 
ecuting the claim of a local dry goods 
firm for debt. Miss Leeton was repre- 
sented by Hon. C. L. Siveley, the main 
point at issue was whether she was a non- 
resident, and therefore liable for attach- 
ment. During the proceedings one of the 
witnesses questioned the chastity of Miss 
Leeton. provoking some sulphurious lan- 
guage from her lips, and the witness 
drew a gun and threatened to kill her. 
Miss Leeton attempted to borrow a gun, 
evidently with the purpose of shooting 
her traducer, who had in the meantime 
been taken in charge by friends, and 


there was great excitement in the court- 


room for several minutes, effectually 
breaking up the proceedings. Miss Lee- 
ton declared that the gun pointed at her 
by the witness belonged to ex-Senator 
Sullivan, and of this she was positive, 
having kept the weapon for him three 
years.

Columbia Citizens Against 
Koester’s Appointment 
as Collector, 


SAY HE IS NEGRO LYNCHER; 
SHOT AT SWINGING BODY 


Editor Gonzales Said To Be Leading 
the Fight Against Koester. 
Affidavits To Prove Ap- 
pointee’s Part in the 
Lynching.

Charleston, & C., October 31.—(Special.) 
Politicians in Charleston were startled 
today by a report from Columbia that 
leading citizens were uniting in a pe- 
tition to President Roosevelt urging him 
not to issue a eommission to George R. 
Koester, recently appointed collector of 
internal revenue, for the reason that he 
had fired the first shot at a negro who 
was being strung to a tree by a lynching 
party. The statement is made that affi- 
davits have been secured from newspa- 
per men and others who were at the 
lynching, in which it is alleged that the 
ball from Koester’s revolver helped to 
put the negro out of business. The re- 
publicans say that Editor Gonzales, of 
The Columbia State, long known as Koes- 
ter’s pessonal enemy, and the bitter op- 
ponent of Senator McLaurin, who se- 
cured Koester’s appointment, is the 
prime mover in the fight. The day after 
the appointment was announced The 
State, among other things, said: 

“Perhaps it was President Roosevelt's 
sporting blood that caused him to choose 
George R. Koester for collector of in- 
ternal revenue. Koester has, not like 
the president, a record for potting 
cougars and Spaniards, but he is a fel- 
low-sportsman. He has been known to 
claim that he discharged the first shot 
at a ‘nigger’ when that object of the 
chase was strung up by lynchers near this 
city a few years ago.”’ 


DUNCAN QUITS THE MINISTRY. 


He Will Become Agent ofa Life 

Insurance Company. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., October 31.—(Spe- 
-ecial.)—Dr. James A.. Duncan, former 
pastor of Centenary church here, and 
one of the leading ministers in southern 
Methodism, caused a wild sensation to- 
day by announcing that he will leave the 
ministry and become general agent of a 
life insurance company with headquar- 
ters here. Dr. Duncan was formerly lo- 
cated in Knoxville, and has served some 
of the leading churches of the denomina- 
tion.

He has em- 
ployed counsel. 


PAN-AMERICANS ARE TOUCHY. 


Delegates from South America Are 
Quic .o Anger. 
Mexico City, October 31.—The pan-Amer- 
ican conference has received from the 
Spanish colony at Buenos Ayres a cable- 
gram congratulating it on the sentiments 
favorable to Spain expressed by General 
Rafael Reyes, delegate of Colombia, at 
the municipal banquet. 
The session this morning, which finally 
resulted in the admission of the members 
of the press to the session of the pan- 
American congress, was very interesting. 
The first proposition submitted was that 
of Peru, whose delegates asked that as 
many of the press representatives as the 
hall would hold be admitted, their num- 
ber being left to the discretion of the 
president of the congress. This proposi- 
tion was rejected by the votes of Chili, 
Colombia, Uruguay, the United States, 
Mexico, Brazil, Hayti, Guatemala, Hon- 
duras, Salvador, Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica, twelve votes against seven. 
The next proposition, presented by Chill, 
differing slightly from that of Peru, was 
taken up. It had been expected that 
Peru and its allies would vote against 
Chili's proposal, which, united to the 
votes of the delegates hostile to the ad- 
mission of the press in any form, would 
have defeated it, thus excluding news- 
paper representatives in the sessions. 
However, Senor Alzamora, for Peru, made 
a very able move in supporting Chili's 
proposal. ‘“‘We consider principle, not 
persons,” he said, Senor Carbo, of Ec- 
uador, jumped to his feet and said that 
the last expression was a reflection on 
the other delegations and called on Alza- 
mora to withdraw his words. Alzamora 
declined and the incident was assuming a 
scmewhat threatening character when 
the president of the congress, Senor Rai- 
gosa, intervened, saying that he saw 
nothing censurable in Alzamora’s words. 
Chili's proposal, owing to the action of 
Peru, was adopted. 


RUSHING TROOPS TO FRONT. 


England Will Send More Soldiers to 
South Africa. 

Aldershot, England, October 31—It is 
understood that as a result of the con- 
clusion arrived at by the -.abinet Man- 
day every available effective infantry- 
man here will be sent to the front in 
South Africa between now and Christ- 
mas. The departure of the cavalry bri- 
gade from here (orders to which effect 
were received here last night, the troop- 
ers being instructed to start for South 
Africa about the middle of November), 
will leave only a single regiment of regu- 
lar cavalry, the Twenty-first Lancers, 
in the United Kingdom. Prince Arthur 
ef Connaught, who is a second lieutenant 
in the Seventh “‘Queen’s Own” Hussars, 
goes with his regiment to South Africa.

Granting the fact that these negroes 
are not only permitted to vote, but 
that their votes are republican, a look 
at the election tables will show that 
the républican party holds these 
states solely by the negro vote. Here, 
then, is a plain case for political recog- 
nition. Why is nv negro elected gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts? Is not Phila- 
delphia ex.titled to a negro mayor? 
Would not a black postmaster in Chi- 
cago be a fitting compliment to the 
colored elemeut of the party in IIll- 
nois? 

This negro question is not as sec- 
tional as it appears, since it is spring- 
ing up in unexpected places. 


How Doctors Fix Fees. 

The intimation that the doctors who 
were in attendance upon the late 
president intend to submit to conr 
gress a bill for $100,000 suggests that 
there is sometimes a great disparity 
in fees charged. 

The New York Press lets some 
light into the subject. “A leading 
practitioner in this city recently ex- 
plained his method,” says The Press. 

“In the first place,” he said, “I try to 
learn something about the financial posi- 
ticn of my patient before rendering a 
statement. and I never send in a bill for 
services under thtee months. Frequent- 
ly I wait six or twelve.- But I make out 
my bills every week just as regularly 
as I pay my servants, and lay them 
away for future consideration. Suppose 
i have decided that Mr. Blank can afford 
to pay $506 for an operation. I set that 
sum down in the bill; then when the Dill 
is rendered I charge 6 per cent interest 
for the period that has elapsed. If it 
is a year the final charge is $530. The 
odd dollars make a bill look better, you 
know, and, besides, I am entitled to 
interest We doctors are obliged to sock 
it to our rich patients pretty hard, be- 
cause we heve so large a charity cliem 
iele which demands a Jot of our time— 
and time is money.’’ 

That recalls the story of a well- 
known railroad president who unfor- 
tunately caught a cimder in his eye 
as he neared a city where he had an 
important engagement to meet. Step- 
ping into an oculist’s office on his 
way, a turn of the lid removed the 
cinder, “How much?” ‘asked the rail- 
read official, his hand diving into his 
pocket. Ome thousand dollars,” an- 
swered the imperturbable eye-opener. 
“Well,” rejoined the official, with- 
drawing his pocket hand, “I reckon : 
will have to use my check book.”

Astwood’s Hint to Potter. 


Among those who have taken pains 
to approve of the Booker Washing- 
ton dinner is Lishop Potter, of New 
York. 

Rev. H. C. C. Astwood, colored, of 
Philadelphia, who once represented 
the United States in Haiti, reads the 
bishop quite a lecture when he says: 

Bishop Potter our good and worthy 
prelate, has many colored priests of his 
denomination here in the north, and yet 
he does not set the example by having 
them to celebrate at Holy Trinity and 
other Episcopal temples here in the 
north, cor invite them to sit at the Lord's 
table to teach the south the fatherhood 
of God and the brotherhood of man. 
Bishop Holly, of Haiti, one of the most 
learned and scholarly negroes in the 
world, who comes here periodically, is 
ignored end allowed to board in a col- 
ored boarding house in Brooklyn, instead 
of being .the guest during bis stay at 
some of the white parishes. . 

There are a great many other men 
in the position of Bishop Potter— 
quite winilag to lay down plans for 
people at a distance, but not prepared 
to be measured themselves. 


Down by the Seaside. 

The determination of the general 
assembly to lend its presence to the 
opening of the state fair to be held in 
Savannah will be in the line of lts 
highest duty.

Police Regulations in Russia. 


Some idea of the strict police su- 
pervision which the authorities of

charter; the most rigid scrutiny is exer- 
cised before one is granted; as a result 
very few clubs or associations of any 
kind have been authorized. Trades 
unions are prohibited. It goes without 
saying that the police have free access to 
all meetings of organized bodies. 

No church or other place of worship 
may be founded without permission from 
the police; church meetings are subject 
to the same supervision as all other meet- 
ings. 

No one is permitted to open a school for 
children or adults without permission 
from the minister of public instruction; 
the applicant must present a certificate 
of good moral character from the local 
Police, and even then permission is often 
refused. 

Such rigid police regulations are so 
entirely at variance with the demo 
cratic spirit of our American institu- 
tions that we cannot understand why 
it is that the peace of Russia is not 
more frequently broken by popular in- 
surrections and uprisings. When we

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Intemperance in America. 

We are indebted to the British 
board of trade for some interesting 
data concerning the consumption of 
strong drinks by the world’s leading 
powers. This showing is based upon 
the averages of several years past. 

In the United Kingdom, France, 
Germany and the United States the 
consumption of wine, beer and spirits 
per capita, expressed in gallons, is as 
follows:

Americans are not 
such constant and uniform drinkers 
as foreigners are, but they are per- 
haps more itargely given to occasional 
sprees and fits of intemperance. 

Still the figures are gratifying and 
they will no doubt be observed with 
universal satisfaction by the friends 
of sobriety on this side of the water. 
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Great Britain’s New Warship. 

Great Britain has just celebrated 
the millennial anniversary of the 
death of King Alfred by launching an 
immense iron clad, which claims the 
distinction of being the largest ar- 
mored levizthnan afloat at the begin- 
ning of this century. 

The King Alfred, as the new vessel 
is called, measures 500 fget in length, 
while the beam measurement is 71 
feet. As it plows the deep it resem- 
bles some gigantic sea monster. 

But it may be gravely questioned 
whether or not this new vessel will 
add anything to Great Britain’s naval 
strength. Usually large vessels are 
rather unwieldly in time of battle 
and cannot be relied upon for strat- 
egic operations.

But what was coin- 
cidentally stranger still was a moment 
later one of them chanced to remark 
that he was born on November 15, 1831, 
when the other replied.

“My car came along shortly, and I 
boarded it, but these old veterans of civil 
strife did not seem to realize that there 
was anything else in the world but mem- 
ories gf the stirring days of the sixties. 
It has been a long time since I have 
witnessed a more genuinely happy scene. 

“The last I saw of these united old 
warriors was just before the car turned 
the corner. One was waving his stick 
in the air and looking proud, while the 
Other clapped his hand on the shoulder 
of his companion as he bared his white 
head to the sunlight. I know they must 
have been living again in reminiscent 
fancy some mighty charge where the 
rebel heroes rode to victory.” 

Major William J. Kendrick, who re- 
turned not long since from the Philip- 
pines, where he was a participant in 
numerous thrilling and interesting ex- 
periences, brought back from this eastern 
possession of Uncle Sam a number of 
attractive souvenirs. 

Among the number is a walking stick 
that has attracta&l the admiration of all 
who have seen it. The stick is of the 
beautiful Philippines black wood of very 
tough fiber and lusterless, almost identi- 
cal in appearance with ebony. The stick 
is elaborately carved from head to fer- 
rule with quaint and really artistic de- 
vices, the work having been done with 
an ordinary knife in the hands of a Fili- 
pino. It was presented to Major Ken- 
drick by a Heutenant of police at Surigao 
on the island of Mindanao, where the 
former was stationed with a detachment 
of United States troops. 

The head of the stick is made wf abso- 
lutely pure gold. The metal in its original 
state was given to Major Kendrick by 
the presidente or mayor of the town of 
Placer, 15 miles from Surigao. The gold 
was taken from one of his mines, of 
which he has two, and fashioned into a 
head by a Filipino jeweler. 

The ferrulc wu of silver and was made 
from a captured Spanish coin. The stick 
not only is a valuable keepsake, but is 
among the most interesting of the souve- 
nirs brought back by Major Kendrick. 

He also brought with him a gold ring 
beautifully carved by one of the Filipino 
experts in this line. The dust was 
brought in from one of the mines and 
given to Major Kendrick. He had it 
made into the ring which is now worn 
by Mrs. Kendrick.

COMMITTEE IS NAMED 
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ITO DRAFT AMENDMENTS 


Both Houses Have Acted Fay- 
orably on the Governor's 
Recommendation, 


—_———— RR 


WORK WILL PRACTICALL 
BE THAT OF CONVENTION 


Some of the Amendments That May 
Be Suggested—Governor Men- 
tioned Some of Them in 
His Message—Committee 
Soon To Meet. 


By a unanimous vote the house of rep- 
resentatives yerterday adopted the joint 
resolution of Senator Hiram P. Bell, of 
the thirty-ninth district, providing for a 
committee of five from the senate and 
ten from the house to investigate, report 
back and recommend what amendments 
to the constitution of the state should be 
adopted. 

This is perhaps the most important ac- 
tion that has been taken at any time by 
the present legislature. This committee 
of fifteen members becomes, in effect, 
@ little constitutional convention of it- 
self, the only difference being that its 
actions will have to be passed upon first 
by the legislature, and then submitted to 
the people instead of being submitted 


to the people direct. 

The passage of this resolution and the 
appointment of the joint committee was 
in direct line with the recommendation 
of Governor Candler in his message to 
the general assembly. Governor Candler 
himself called attention to a number -of 
amendments that are considered of im- 
portance. 

One of the amendments recommended 
ty the governor was provided for in a 
bill introduced in the house yesterday 
by Mr. Burnett, of Clarke, limiting the 
power of the general assembly to levy 
taxes to five-tenths of 1 per cent. 

Those Who Will Do the Work. 

Speaker Little announced the house 
portion of the committee yesterday just 
before adjournment, and shortly after 
the passage of the resolution. He ap- 
pointed the following members: 

Hons. J. B. Park, Jr., of Greene, chair- 
man; W. T. Gary, of Richmond; R. M. 
Hitch, of Chatham; M. L. Everett, of 
Stewart; C. S. Reid, of Campbell: C. H. 
Jordan, of Jasper; John M. Slaton, of 
Fulton; A. O. Blalock, of Fayette, and 
Emerson H. George, of Morgan. 

The senate part of the committee was 
appointed by President Howell a day or 
two ago at the time of the adoption of 
the resolution in that body. They are: 

Hon. Hiram P. Bell, of the thirty-nihth, 
chairman; Hon. J. L. Boynton, of the 
ninth; Hon. Roland Bllis, of the twenty- 
second; Hon. Thomas J. Chappell, of the 
twenty-fourth, and Hon. B. Z. Herndon, 
of the forty-third. 

No time has yet been fixed for a meet- 
ing of this committee. 

Several constitutional amendments 
have already been introduced in both 
houses, and the probability is that these 
will all be referred to this committee, 

The appointment of this committee will 
also do away with the necessity for 
considering the bill by Senator Roland 
Ellis providing for a constitutional con- 
vention, as the work of this committee 
will answer in its stead. 

What the Governor Said. 

The following is that portion of the 
governor's message relating to the con- 
stitutional changes and his recommenda- 
tion that this committee be appointed: 


That some important changes in our organic 
law are desirable most intelligent persons are 
@greed, and with this sentiment I am in full 


accord. 

The ballot should be restricted. 

Provision should be made for biennial ses- 
sions of the general assembly. 

A maximum rate of state taxation should be 
fixed in the constitution. 

A rule should be prescribed requiring that all 
appropriation bills be passed and submitted to 
the governor not less than ten days before 
the expiration by limitation of the session, as 
@ safeguard against hasty and extravagant 
appropriation of the = money. 

The governor and the judges of the eupeeser 
courts should be given power to order a change 
of venue in certain criminal cases. 

The machinery for authorizing the collection 
of local taxes for the support of common 
schools should be simplified. 

Other changes not so important have been 
suggested. 

But while all are agreed as to the necessity 
for these changes, there is not so much unan- 
imity on the question of calling a constitu- 
tional convention to effect them. Many of our 
wisest men, in view of the fact that constitu- 
tional conventions usually have a disturbing 
effect and breed political discord, are very 
expensive, and often go much further in their 
work and make more radical changes in the 
organic law than the people ever contem- 
plated or demanded, and in the light of the ex- 
periences of neighboring states, which have re- 
cently held conventions, are of the opinion 
that no convention should be held. There is 
force in their reasons. There is always more 
or less peril in a constitutional convention, and 
owing to conditions peculiar to Georgia, it 
might be unusually perilous to hold a con- 
vention at this time.

Benjamin Kaufman Hes Walter Lomax 
Held on Peace Warrant. 


HAD RECENT TRAGEDY IN MIND 


Lomax Was Found Studying Sunday 
School Lesson — Released on 
Bond — Children’s Row 
Was the Cause of the 
Trouble. 


With the statement that he feared for 
his life, Benjamin Kaufman, of No. 370 
Woodward avenue, walked hurriedly into 
the police barracks last night about 9 
o'clock and called for the quick arrest of 
Walter E. Lomax, of No. 366 Woodward 
avenue. Kaufman was greatly excited 
and he held up his hand and said to the 
chief of police: 

“I swear that that man will murder me 


before morning.”’ / 
The chief informed Kaufman that he 


must take out a peace warrant. With Offi- 
cer Spradlin, Kaufman proceeded to the 
residence of Justice of the Peace Edgar 
Orr, on Mangum street, where Kaufman 
took out the warrant. He did not know 
Lomax’s full name and mentioned him in 
the warrant as ‘‘one Lomax.” 

Officers Dobbs and Tibbs went with the 
peace warrant to the residence of Lomax 
and found him studying his Sunday school 
lesson. He is the superintendent of the 
Sabbath school of the Seventh Baptist 
church. The officers reported afterwards 
that he was the mildest and most peace- 
ful man they had ever beheld to be as 
bloodthirsty as Kaufman had reported 


him to be. 

Kaufman stayed around the police bar- 
racks until Lomax was brought in by the 
officers. When the turnkey was taking a 
knife from Lomax’s pocket, Kaufman 
spoke up and said: 

“I suppose you haven’t got that pistol 
you were going to kill me with?” 

‘‘My dear sir,’’ replied Lomax, quietly, 
“T haven't a bit of malice against you in 
the world. Somebody has told you what 
wasn't true about me, that is all.”’ 

‘You called me and my children shee- 
nies,’’ said Kaufman, “‘and one of your 
children cut off my baby’s curl.” 

From the statements of both men it 
seemed that their children, all little tots, 
had been fussing and somebody hurried 
to Kaufman's house last night and told 
his wife that he had better arm himself, 
as Lomax was getting ready to kill him. 
That caused Kaufman to hurry to the 
barracks and take out the peace warrant. 

Lomax works for the Foote & Davies 
Printing Company and as soon as they 
heard of his arrest they at once gave bond 
for him and he was released. 


HOUSE COMMITTEES MET. 


Number of Bills Considered Yester- 
day by Agricultural, Temperance 
and Judiciary Committees. 
There were meetings of three house 
committees yesterday afternoon, the tem- 
perance committee, the general agricul- 
tural committee and the special judiciary 


committee. 

The temperance committee recommend- 
ed the passage of the bill providing for 
a dispensary in Floyd county, subject 
to popular vote and the bill providing 
for a dispensary in the town of Hogans- 


ville. 

The general agricultural committee re- 
commended for passage an act to pro- 
tect all insectivorous birds, their nest 
and eggs, with the exception of game 
birds, certain hawks, crows, rice birds, 
and English sparrows.

States department of agriculture, came 
before the committee and spoke of the 
merits of the bill. This afternoon the 
committee will meet Captain Purse and 
Mr. White, of Brunswick, who will ad- 
vocate the establishment of an experi- 
ment station in south Georgia, The com- 
mittee will also meet the representatives 
of the British and Southern States (U. 
S. A.) Cattle Abattoir and Produce Com- 

any. 

PT he special judiciary committee consid- 
ered a number of bills, the majority cof 
which were tabled. Representative Hous- 
ton’s bill to make half of Saturday a 
legal holiday in Georgia was returned to 
the house with the recommendation that 
it do not pass. Representative Simon's 
bill for the protection of fish was return- 
ed to the house with the recommenda- 
tion that it do not pass. Two bills in- 
troduced by Representative Booth of 

Walton relating to juries were return- 
ed to the house with the recommendation 
that they do not pass. Representative 
Hambvy’s bill repealing the act prohibit- 
ing the carrying of cattle through Rabun, 
Tinion and Towns counties was recom- 
mended favorably. The bill introduced by 
Representative Hall of Fannin making 
Blue Ridge a state depository was re- 
ported favorably. Of the bills tabled the 
most important was that of Representa- 
tive Shipp of Colquitt requiring railroad 
companies to provide lumber cars with 
standards. This bill is of interest to 
all lumber dealers in the state. It was 
tabled to allow the advocates of the Dill 
to appear before the committee.

WOULD LIMIT. 
POWER TO TAX 


Constitutional Amendment 
Proposed by Burnett. 


HOGAN WANTS TO LOOK 
INTO SOLDIERS’ HOME 


Resolution To Investigate Its Oon- 
duct—Bill To Make Poll Tax 
$3 — To Abolish County 
Teachers’ Institutes. 


New Legislation. 


Another flood of new bills was poured 
into the house of represeftatives yester- 
day, the house spending more than two 
hours in receiving, reading and assigning 
to committees new matter. 

Many of these méasures are of an im- 
portant nature and provide for radical 
changes in present laws; others provide 
for changes of small consequence or are 
bills of a local nature. 

Perhaps the most important of these 
new bills in its effect upon the whole 
people is one introduced by Mr. Burnett, 
of Clarke, to amend the constitution of 


the state so as to limit the power of the 
legislature to levy taxes to five-tenths of 


1 per cent. 
Mr. Burnett’s bill, which was referred 


to the general judiciary committee, pro- 
vides in ite first section ‘“‘that section 1 
of article 7 of the constitution of Georgia 
be and the same is hereby amended by 
adding at the end of said section a new 
paragraph to be designated as paragraph 
6, which shal! be in the words following, 
‘Paragraph 6. The general assem- 
bly shall have no power to impose for 
any purpose whatever, except to repel in- 
vasion, suppress insurrection or defend 
the state in time of war, a rate of taxa- 
tion in excess of five-tenths of 1 per 
cent.’ ”’ 

Subsequent sections of the bill simply 
provide that if the bill passes the legisla. 
ture by a two-thirds vote, as is required, 
it shall be submitted to the people at the 
general election in 1902 for ratification. 
The measure is one which will, no doubt, 
appeal to the people, and the chances 
are there will be some Interesting discus- 
sion upon it. 4 

To Investigate Soldiers’ Home. 

Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, wants the con- 
duct and management of the Soldiers’ 
home investigated by a joint committee 
from the house and senate, and intro- 
duced a resolution in the house providing 
for a committee of five from the former 
body and three from the latter for this 


purpose. 

“My resolution,” sald Mr. Hogan in 
speaking of the matter, “is in no wise 
intended as a refiection. I introduced it 
because I understand there are only 
eighteen old soldiers in the home who 
were formerly on the pension rolls, 
whereas my understanding of the matter 
was that the home was intended fo re- 
lieve the pension ralls. 

“Take Fulton county, for instance. I 
understand there is ofly one inmate of 
the home who was formerly on the pen- 
gion rolls out of the dozen or more that 
went from Fulton. If these others had 
been entitled to pensions they could have 
received them, it seems to me. If not, it 
would appear to me that they should nat 
be in the home. Of course I do not know 
all the circumstances and I may be en- 
tirely mistaken, but in order to clear 
the matter up I would like to have it 
looked into,”’ 

To Abolish Institutes. 

The abolishment of the county teach- 
ers’ institutes is the aim of a bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Bruce, of Lumpkin. Mr. 
Bruce introduced this bill at the request 
of a number of teachers. It provides for 
the repeal of section 149 of the code, 
which relates to these institutes. ° 

These institutes are held in each coun- 
ty every year, lasting five days and all 
the public school teachers paid by the 
state are required to attend them. 

Mr. Bruce says the reason why the 
teachers want them abolished is that 
they have to pay their own expenses and 
on their meager salary of $125 to $150 a 
year this is quite a hardship. Bills of 
this nature have been introduced before, 
however, and have always failed to pass 
the legislature. 

Messrs. Park and Hoswell, of Greene, 
introduced two measures providing that 
no confederate veteram or widow of a 
confederate veteran who has as much as 
$1,600 worth of property or has an income 
of $400 a year or mors shall not receive 
a pension from the stéte. There is now 
pending before the hase @ measure on 
this order by Mr, Hovard, of Dooly. 

Wants Poll Tax of $3. 

A decidedly new move was that by 
Mr. Hall, of Fannin tounty, who intro- 
duced a bill to ameri the constitution 
so as to make the pill tax $3 instead 
of $1, as at present. Mr. Hall's idea is 
to increase the schol fund, and the 
adoption of such an anendment would do 
that by about $600,000. The voters who 
pay the poll taxes word, of course, have 
to pass upon the ameniment. 

If the legislature pases a bill by Mr. 
Siaton, of Fulton, thesalary of superior 
court judges will be irtreased from $2,000 
to $2,500. Superior cort judges now get 
only $2,000, whereas mny judges of city 
courts get a larger salry. 

Mr. Slaton also introjuced a bill by re- 
quest of the county commissioners of 
Fulton county, giving ¢dinaries or coun- 
ty commissioners the power to levy a 
county tax equal to 10 per cent of the 
state tax in countiespf 75,000 or more 
population. The commpsioners levy such: 
a tax as this now, Ut for many rea- 
sons they desire a lawpn the subject. 

Mr. Houston, of Futon, introduced a 
resolution providing tat a commission 
of fifteen, five of whon shall be from the 
present house and thré from the senate, 
be appointed to devise lans for the erec- 
tion of statues of twi prominent Geog, 
giane in statuary hallin the capitol at 
Washington, the expere to be defrayed 
by pepular subscriptio, Georgia is at 
present unrepresented 4 statuary hall.

ADDITION ALREADY BEGUN 


infirmary Is To Have a House Staff 
Which Will Be Composed of 
Five of the Most Prominent 
Physicians in This 
City. 


Work on a $25,000 addition to St. Jo- 
seph's infirmary has already begun and 
will be pushed forward as rapidly as 
possible, so that the new structure may 
be completed at an early date. 

This annex will extend along East 
Baker street and will be two stories of 
brick, containing eighteen rooms for pa- 
tients. The operating room, which will 
be given generous space in the new 
building, will be the finest in the south. 
The walls, ceiling and floors will be of 
fnarble. The room will measure 16 by 16 
feet and will be lighted from sky and 
side lights and will also be provided with 
gas and electric lights so that operations 
may be performed at any time, day or 
night. Connecting with it will be stiril- 
izing and etherizing rooms, four dress- 
ing rooms for surgeons and supply 
rooms. 

The building will be heated by steam, 
although each of the rooms will also be 
provided with fireplaces for ventilating 
purposes. There will be spacious veran- 
das on each floor of the new annex for 
the use of convalescing patients. At pres- 
ent there is one resident physician at the 
infirmary, but when the new wing is con- 
structed another one will be appointed. 

Up to this time there has been no reg- 
ular house staff, but in a short time such 
a staff, consisting of five or six of the 
most prominent physicians of Atlanta, 
will be appointed.. This staff will com- 
prise the advisory board and will have 
ecmplete charge of the medical depart- 
ment of the institution, while the sisters 
of mercy will still remain the executive 
head. 

..aen this addition is completed the St. 
Joseph's infirmary will be the largest and 
most complete institution of its kind in 
the city, except, of course, the Grady hos- 
pital. With the annex the infirmary 
will have a capacity of fifty patients,

Negro Felt Flattered by Presi- 
dents Altention, 


ROOSEVELT 1S CRITICISED 


Miss Rutherford, Historian of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, 
on the Negro at the 
Late White House 
Dinner. 


Columbus, Ga., October 31.—(Special.)— 
The feature of the second day’s session 
ef the Georgia Daughters of the Con- 
federacy was a criticism of President 
Roosevelt for his recent celebrated din- 
ner to a negro. In the course of her 
report as state historian, Miss Mildred 
Rutherford, of Athens, speaking of the 
negro problem in the south, said: 

“If their heads are turned by unusual 
@ocial honors thrust upon them, as was 
the case of Booker Washington lately, 
would not ours have been under the same 
circumstances, and shall we blame him 
for accepting this tempting offer, but 
rather blame the head of the executive 
department who offered this open insult 
to BO Many states under his jurisdiction? 
The negro has not a revengeful nature, 
nor is he grateful by nature, but he is 
humble and requires to be kept so, for 
he becomes easily puffed up by flattery. 
He cannot stand compliments, but his 
faithfulness is proverbial. The stricter 
one is in the discipline of him the better 
servant he will be. Those who know him 
best know this to be true, provided jus- 
tice and kindness go hand in hand. The 
outiook in the south today is a gloomy 
one. Compuisory education is staring us 
in the face on the one hand and amal- 
gamation of the races on the other. 
When the negro in our midst is edu- 
cated above the poor whites, God only 
knows what the result will be. Too 


much education is bad for the negroes, 
but it is hard for his northern friends 
to realize this. It is his hand, not his 
brains, that need the most training. 
The wisest among their own race know 
this to be true. Let us, the women of 
the south, descendants of those who 
owned those faithful slaves, with the 
memory of our old nurse’s love for us 
and ours for her in our hearts, throw 
no stumbling block in the way of a 
rightful settlement of existing evils, but 
rather let us extend a helping hand to 
those of the race truly deserving, to 
right the wrongs that have been com- 
mitted, learning the lesson first them- 
selves and then teaching it to their off- 
spring, that there can never be a com- 
mon meeting ground upon any social 
lines here in the south, and the sooner 
thése ideas are banished from their minds 
the more quickly matters can be ad- 
justed. The negro, more quickly than 
any one else, recognizes his true friend, 
and when in trouble comes soonest to his 
friends of long ago for aid and symfa- 
thy. Encouragement jn social equality 
lines does not put bread in his mouth 
or clothes on his back, but it has taken 
him many years to learn this.” 

The report was adopted with great 
enthusiasm. 

Mrs. R. L, Nesbitt, of Marietta, chair- 
man of the school history committee, 
submitted a strong report, in which at- 
tention was called to a number of un- 
fair histories and a word of commenda- 
tion was given correct and impartial his- 
torical works.

BRADY NOW IN DUBLIN JAIL. 


Caught Gambling with Negroes by a 
Crowd of Citizens. 

Dublin, Ga., October 3i1.—(Special.)— 
Alex Brady, a notorious gambler, who 
some months ago left Moore’s Station at 
the invitation of the best citizens of that 
community, was arrested and lodged in 
jail at an early hour yesterday morning. 
Brady conducted a gambling joint at 
Moore’s Station, 6 miles from Dublin, for 
quite a long while. The citizens who lived 
in the neighborhood endeavored to per- 
suade him to quit the business and make 
an honest living, but he was defiant and 
would promise nothing. A committee of 
the best people in the county, headed by 
the late J. H. Yopp, then gave him notice 
that only one week would be given him to 
get out of the community, He left before 
the week was up. A few weeks ago Mr. 
Yopp died. On the day of his funeral 
Brady again appeared at Moore’s Sta- 
tion, evidently believing that the leader 
being dead, he would not be further mo- 
lested. In this, however, he was mis- 
taken. From the day of his arrival at the 
scene of his former haunts he was watch- 
ed. Tuesday night last it was discovered 
that he was gambling with a crowd of 
negroes on the plantation of C. B. Bush. 
A number of citizens were immediately 
got together and the house was surround- 
ed. From the cracks in the house Brady 
could be seen gambling with the negroes, 
evidence against him thus being secured. 
The house was then broken in and Brady 
arrested. The negroes all escaped, not 
much attention being paid to them, Brady 
begged hard to be released, promising to 
leave the county and never return, also to 
stop gambling forever. Hig appeal and 
promises fell on deaf ears, however, he 
being lodged in jail, as mentioned above, 
yesterday morning.

Use of Towboats and Lighters.

The Central railway, the Plant system, 
the Seaboard Air Line and the Southern 
railway will inaugurate a new system 
in making trarsfers of cotton, naval 
stores and merchandise from the terminal 
of one to those of another of the com- 
panies.

deal o business has fallen to the -Sa- 
vannah lJAghterage and Transfer Compa- 
ny through the old system. The compa- 
ny will enjoy it no longer, however, or, 
if it does, it will be in a restricted de- 
gree. The Seaboard Air Line will still 
handle local freight to and from its ter- 
minals by means of lighters, but that 
business will be small in comparison with 
the general transfers that have been 
made. The company’s business will be 
affected greatly by the change. No com- 
pany has been formed by the rallroads 
for sttention to the transfer business. One 
is not regarded as necessary. The work 
will fall under the supervision of the 
local agent of each of the lines and the 
present force of employees will do it.

ton Letter. 


New York, October 29.—Another week of 
perfect weather. This is the, explanation of the 
continued decline in all of the markets and it 
is quite sufficient to explain the slow change 
of opinion regarding the ultimate size of the 
crop. In the past, experience has taught us 
that each day of such perfect weather on a 
plant as yet unkilled by frost has added to 
the crop and it would be difficult to refute 
such an assertion now. As we write there does 
not appear to be any prospect of a killing frost 
before next week and yet that danger pre- 
vents the majority of the trade from antici- 
pating still lower prices, There has been ua 
large quantity of cotton: bought on the expec- 
tation of a reaction after such a rapid decline, 
while strangely enough the good weather has 
not increased the short interest. Estimates of 
the crop are now generally based on 10,750,- 
000 bales as a minimum growth this season, 
with the tendency toward higher figures as 
each day passes without frost. 

In Texas there has been an improvement and 
there will be quite an addition to the yield 
from the growth after the rains of September, 
On the Atlantic slope the main complaints of 
reduced yields come from the sandy lands 
where the crop is reported to be short, Spec- 
ulation is naturally disappointed by the im- 
provement in the crop and in the _ decline, 
though there is an investment buying on the 
theory that even a large crop is worth present 
prices this season. So far spinners have not 
departed from their policy of buying only from 
hatd to mouth which has enabled them io 
bridge over a period of low supplies* without 
bringing about famine prices. 

Should this weather continue a _ fortnight 
longer the consensus of opinion will look for 
lower prices as a result of large crops in Amer- 
ica, India and Egypt, and of a poor trade de- 
mend in Europe. It is not pleasant to be com- 
pelled to take this view of the future, but it is 
difficult to find facts which at present will 
justify any other. Usually when the statistical 
position is strong the situation is the weakest, 
as the market has already discounted the con- 
dition in price. It cannot be said that the ef- 
fect of a change of opinion regarding the yield 
of the American crop has been discounted in 
the recent decline. 


Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 31.—Prices at the open- 
ing were irregular, near positions being down 
3 points and distant options 2 to 3 points 
higher, prices having improved as the call 
progressed, Cables were about as expected, 
being a ful} response te our decline of yester- 
day.

The 
central cause of this state of affairs was the 
advence in the discount rate of tne Bank 
of Englend to 4 per cent, compared with the 
3 per cent rate which has maintained since 
June 13th last. This gives unmistakable no- 
tice that further demands are pending upon 
the bank’s stock of gold, which the rise in 
the discount rate is intended to protect by 
diverting the demand upon New York. No 
doubt seems to be entertained that this ob- 
ject will be achieved, In, fact. arrange- 
ments were already perfected today for ship- 
ments cf gold to Paris next week. The weekly 
statements of the Bank of England and the 
Bank of France show the need of the former 
to check the French demand upon their re- 
serves and as clearly the necessity of the 
latter for recuperation. The French bank 
has gainee in gold during the week about 
what the English bank has lost. The latter’s 
credits have also been expanded to the ex- 
tent of $10,009,000, incident to the month- 
end requirements. In Paris this rquirement 
is supplemented by a pending stock exchange 
settlement so that the bills discounted have 
been. increased nearly $45,000,000 and the 
note circulation has been expanded over $35,- 
000.000 during the week. The gold exports 
figured in the sub-treasury statement today 
bringing up the day’s gain by that institu- 
tion from the open market to $3,169,000 and 
the gain since Friday last of $3,830,000. 
Chicago exchange on New York also weax- 
ened today and $140,000 was deposited at the 
sub-treasury for transfer to New Orleans. 
On the other hand, the sub-treasury paid 
out over half a million dollars on account of 
gold deposits at San Francisco and Seattle, 
and made a payment of $112,127. for bonds, 
thus cleaning up the last acceptances under 
the late offer of the secretary of the treas- 
ury. The renewed doubt as to the extent to 
which the foreign demand for gold may go 
chilled all speculative enthusiasm, Hopes 
are professed that tomorrow's dividend and 
interest disbursements will soon come back to

New York, October 3!1.—The drop in tem- 
perature in the northwest today was the sig- 
nal for short covering in cotton and started a 
reaction that carried January from 7.41 to 
7.53 at one time, and while there were nro 
indications of such a falling off in the move- 
ment or such frosts as would induce buying 
for an advance, the average operator looked for 
a reaction in the market. December has de- 
clined just %c at 7.50 in less than three 
weeks, and under the circumstances. there 
should be a rally if nothing more. We do 
not look for a decided change in the market 
until there are killing frosts. The weaker the 
market becomes the more difficult it is to 
rally. But there is likely to be a very sharp 
reaction when least expected. It will be re- 
membered that profit taking seemed advisable 
above 8c because al] the good news was 
known, It would seem as though the market 
would steady very soon, as news could not be 
more bearish than at the present time. The 
crop may be over 11,000, bales and May 
cotton may sell at 6%c, but it is hardly likely 
to reach that figure. January started in June 
around 7c. It is not to be expected that a 
drop of about | points or more can take 
place without resistance from any quarter, 


H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, October 31.—Our market r@& 
sponded to more favorable Liverpool advices 
than expected by opening 4 to 6 points higher, 
improving 6 to 7 points additional later on 
the fear of the cold weather in the northwest 
extending into the cotton belt. Realizing sub- 
sequently occasioned a break of 9 points from 
the top, but shorts covering near the close 
caused an advance of § points from the bot- 
tom, making the net gain 7 to 9 points on the 
day. There has been a slight fall in the tem- 
perature over the Missouri valley and the 
northeastern Rocky mountain slope, while else- 
where the temperature has risen or remained 
stationary. The predictions are for probable 
showers in sections, followed by fair and cold- 
er weather. Of course, since it is practically 
November |, the danger of early frost has been 
removed, as the crop is assured east of the 
Mississippi river, and a killing frost now would 
do little damage. If, however, killing frost 
is delayed in Texas a week longer the increased 
yield already made by the favorable weather 
during the past seven weeks will be augment- 
ed considerably by the top crop. Crop ideas 
are increasing, and although the trade is 
working for a reaction, it is unlikely that any 
decided enhancement can be maintained unless 
a severe killing frost soon materializes west 
of the Mississippi river.
